Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-29 are allowed. 



Reason for Allowability 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason for 
the allowance is the including, in combination with other limitations recited in the claims, the 
inventive features of the following: 

A torque converter, or a system for generating electrical power, or a system for 
converting torque to power comprising: 

a flywheel rotating about a first axis, 

the flywheel including: 

a first body portion; 

a first plurality of permanent magnets mounted in the first body portion, each of 
the first plurality of permanent magnets extending along a corresponding radial axis 
direction with respect to the first axis; and 

a second plurality of permanent magnets mounted in the first body portion; each 
of the second plurality of permanent magnets being located between a corresponding 
adjacent pair of the first plurality of permanent magnets; and 

a generator disk rotatably about a second axis perpendicular to the first axis, 

the generator disk including: a second body portion; and a third plurality of 
permanent magnets within the second body portion magnetically coupled to the first and 
second pluralities of permanent magnets. 

Comparing to the prior-art of the record, the most relevant references are USP 2,243,555 
to Faus and USP 6,084,322 to Rounds. Both refs disclose a magnetically torque converter 
having two rotary elements, one rotates around a rotary axis that is perpendicular to the other's 
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rotary axis. However, none of the prior art references of the record, either stand alone or in 
combination, has taught or suggest the features of the flywheel including: a first body portion; a 
first plurality of permanent magnets mounted in the first body portion, each of the first plurality 
of permanent magnets extending along a corresponding radial axis direction with respect to the 
first axis; and a second plurality of permanent magnets mounted in the first body portion; each 
of the second plurality of permanent magnets being located between a corresponding adjacent 
pair of the first plurality of permanent magnets. The second magnet is known as suppressor 
magnets. Accordingly, interactions of the magnetic fields of the first magnets and the suppressor 
magnets disposed between corresponding adjacent pair of the first magnets. Thus, creating a 
magnetic field pattern (MFP), as shown in FIG. 3, of repeating arcuate shapes, i.e. sinusoidal 
curve, around circumferential edge portions of the flywheel. 

Thus, none of the prior art stand-alone or in combination with other limitations recited in 
the claims.
